— The California Oaks 
was won Imiay by H. R. Seliaffer’’s Fudora at islds 
of 0 to 1 over the atdireviated distnnee of one mile 
and a sixte<Mith. Tlie starters mimlM>red an even 
dozen and the raee was Hie iK'st contest of any that 
Iiail bi-en doeliied in the history of the stake. Tlie 
tlir«>e pulilic choiees, (Sraee G., Miss Ottieions and 
Hollle Hollars followed the winner and finislicd ex- 
actly in tlie order in whieli tliey were favored in the 
liettlng. 

Despite Hie nnfavoraldo weather «nd track i-omli- 
tions tliat iirevailed during tlie afternoon lo.isiO race- 
goers were attracted to the Emeryville conrsi* tiy Hie 
splendid card tliat was olTered up for their deleeta- 
Hon. In addition to the hig fixture Hie program ixm- 
taineil a handieup at a mile and a sixteenth, whieli 
engaged a sniterior lot of horses, including the crack 
'Tony Faust. This Hiree-year-oid was unequal to 
the tremendous weiglit concession asked of liiiu li.v 
the handicapper and met defeat. The victory of 
BcccliwiKxl in this race at 2(> to 1 was the big 
upset of tilt) day.

Lord Carnarvon, in wiiose colors it is understood 
that LiK’ien I.yiie is to do .some riding wlien lie 
goes to “tlie Ollier siile’’ this year. lias five estates 
in England — one in liampsliire, one in Itertiysliire. 
one in Nottinghamshire and two in the west of 
England. .\t lli.glielere, in liampsliire, his lireedlng 
stud, headed by the stallious Rolivrt le Hialdo and 
Manvezin, is lo<’ale<i. 'The stmi was formerly ket»t 
on Wie estate In Horbysliire, lint was removed to 
Iligliclero s*me five years ago. It is deserit>ed as 
•lie of the lH*st ai>pointed establisbmenis in ail of 
England, and it is clahiied tliat the mares qnd foals 
at llighcleie have ilone rcmarkald.v xvell. There is 
mneh chalk In the soil, affording pasturage of the 
kiml which is regarded as having boae forming 
qualities. 'The water is drawn from a spring three 
linndn'd fec‘t diaqi. II is piimptHl by an oil engine 
into a tank of 125. (Mg) gallons capaeity and Hien 
pilK'd to the paddocks, much Hie sama as on breed- 
ing farms in thi.s ixuintry wliicU have no brooks 
eonrsiiig through them. 

Isird Carnarvon’s young inirs<-s are liroken at the 
farm in Hie fail of their first yaar and sent In 
■Taiiuary of their second year to Whalconilie to lx* 
trained. Among his two-year-olds this year are 
si'veral of Manveziii’s first crop and great expecta- 
tions have iH'en fornuHl regarding Hiem. If Manvezin 
lias imparted to them the speial he had when in 
training, Lyne can consider himself fortunate if 
lie is asked to riile Hiem. for tliey will assuredly 
carry liim to vietor.v. It is said Hiat Ix»rd Carnarvon 
considers liis juvenile division for llHtT the lK*st 
that has ever left Higliclere.

liack is bi’oken and consequently he lias no use of 
ins limbs. He lias b«“en visited by scores of pliy- 
sii’lans. Sir Victor Horsley saw him on January 
15 and declared tbe ease Hic worst of Its kind I bat 
lie liad ever seen. He diagnosed it as disloi’ation 
of Hie x’ertelirae and rupture of tbe S|iinal eolnmn. 
He says an o|ieration is out of the question at 
present and advised against an atteiib(>t to ramove 
the injured Jockey to his home for at least a 
month.

STREETT PLANS RETURN TO THE EAST 

Can Do Better There with a Few Horses Than 
with a Big String in the West. 

New Orfeans, La., February 2. — “I think I will go 
east next season,” said “Dik’” Stroett a few days 
ago, in Ids slow, rnminatiiw; way. “'The west is all 
right. I have niiiile money out here, but in my 
opinion a man to be successful in western racing, 
wlierc tile purses and stakes are not as big as they 
are in the east, ought to have only a small stable 
of workmanlike material. lie (?annot afford to carr.v 
a great deal of dead timber. .As I have been sitn- 
ateil, I have been loadeil up with castoffs from Mr. 
Keene’s stalde. most of them cripples, and I have 
hatl to lAirr.v along a big lot of horses, twenty to 
Hiirt.v of them, on the off ehance that after a long 
rmriiMl of waiting I might get two or three into win- 
ning form. 'That takes axva.v a good bit of the pro- 
fits wlien yon really do get hold of a good one. For 
example, dnrii^ the past year there has Ih-ch no 
lime when my stable has nundiered less than twenty 
liead. and from tliat up to thirty-one. Yet Tobog- 
gan oMt of all this buni'ti is the onl.v winner of an.v 
eoiiseqnonce that I have had. I lx>Iieve that a man 
■light do better with one horse like Toboggan out 
east than he could do wiKi a stable full of possl- 
Idlities here. In fact I think I made a ntistake that 
I did not go east with Big Ben, after I got him 
patched np and when he was at his best, as I be- 
lieve that I could have won some of the sprinting 
handicaps with liim out there.” 

Streett’s idea of going east recalls to mind that 
siNiio of Ids greatest turf triumphs were earned on 
Hie eastern turf. Twenty years ago he was a factor 
in eastern racing, iisiiall.v managed to have one or 
more gixsl Ina-.ees in training, and it Is needless to 
say also iiiaiiaged to win goisl rtu-es with them. 
.Among a long list of smart performers that Stroett 
raced ill those days were Maroon ond Niagara, botli 
of wliieh were just short of Iiandieap form. 'The 
story of the iM-ginning »f the interest which James 
1!. Keene lias had in ,<tro<dt in the last dozen years, 
to the extent of letting him have the culls of the 
wisleni stHido to race in this section, is an iiitercst- 
iug one. It dates hack to Domino’s Futurity. Of 
all the hor.ses Hiat Mr. Keene ever owned, and he 
has owned a lot of high class ones, from Dan Sparl- 
ing and Spendthrift down tlie line, Diimiiio was 
neai’est his Iieart. Tlds ixm of Hiniyar and Mannie 
■!r<\v was one of the fastest horses that ever raced 
on the American turf, and Mr. Keene, than whom 
Hicre are very few tx>tter judges of thoroughbred 
quality, early appreciated ids possiliilities. In 
Doadno's Futurity Hie contention was naturally ex- 
pected to be between Mr. Keene’s colt and Dolt- 
liins, »lr. Croker”s representative, and for which 
Hie 'Tammany chieftliin paid $2t*,000. 

In this Futurity Streelt starleil a little bit of 
a runt of a colt. Galilee, by 'The Bard. As is well 
known, the trio finished so closely togetlier that the 
judges could scarcely separate them. Itohhins had 
the rail, Galilee was in the inidillc and Domino on 
the outside. Sim.s, wlio rode Dobbins, apparently 
I.ad tbe race won a huiidreil yards out, but Galilee 
ami Domino tsith <dosed on blni with tremendous 
rnslies. Galilee was so innch smaller than the other 
two contenders that he was lost to view between 
them, and many of the sjiectators thought that on 
this account a Futurity which onglit to have gone to 
Streett went to Keene, but of course the matter of 
the size of the horses in judging a finish cuts no 
figure and there is little doubt but tbe placing of the 
officials was correct. “.Mike” Dwyer, who was in 
partnership with Mr. Croker at the time, and Mr. 
Croker, were both dissatisfied and wanted a return 
match, to which Mr. Keene, with the sportsmanship 
in racing that has always cliaracterized him, was 
agreeable, but the details of the match could not be 
arranged satisfactorily all around and It was 
di’opped. 

'That Streett with a colt considered to be little 
more than a selling plater slioulU have come so near 
to “upsetting the beans in the platter” appealed 
strongly to Mr. Keene, ever ready to appreciate 
merit either in racehorses or knowledgeable man who 
handle tliem. He went out of his way to (xmgratu- 
late Streett, and from that time on has had no little 
confidence both in the “Doctor’s” judgment of horses 
as well as his training ability. ' 

If Streett does take Toboggan and one or two 
otlier fair performers east next summer, he will not 
be there long until racegoers will know that he is 
aieund. 

It is understood that jockey Mouutain has agreed 
to ride for C. R. Ellison when he is able to return 
to the saddle. _ , . , 



OAKLAWN MEETING WILL OPEN M0N4 
DAY, BUT IN UNCERTAINTY. 



County Judge Sumpter Is Unrelentinfl— • 
Failure to Divide Dates at the 
Bottom of It All. 



Hot Springs. Ark., February 2. — Everything is in 
readiness for racing at Oaklawn and the meeting 
will be opened .Monday as announced, but whetlier 
it will continue for the scheduled sixty days is a 
subject on which a prediction had best not be 
ventured. 

'Tliere is trouble here and lots of it. 'The situa- 
tion in the legislature at Little Rock, which seemed 
most grave a week ago, is now the least of the 
obstacles in the path of the Hot Springs Jockey 
Club. The general public, which Includes the busi- 
ness interests. Is not opposed to racing or to bet- 
ting. The public wants racing and betting, but 
many of them do not want It all at one track. 

Tliereln lies tbe basis of the row. The politicians 
liax’e taken a band and, without meaning to im- 
inign Hie motives, acts or orders of Judge Sumpter, 
there is a well founded belief that had there been 
a division of the dates with Essex Park the County 
Jiidi*e would probably not have Instructed constable 
Smith to make preparations to suppress betting at 
Oaklawn Monday. It is but another illustration of 
the all-or-notliing policy of the boss gamblers that 
lias killed every good game they have had; the 
same policy Hint has done more to bring racing Into 
disfavor In certain localities than the fanatical 
maniacs, commonly designated as reformers, (x>uld 
have accomplislKHl in ages. 

Tbe track is drying fast from Its recent drenching 
and when the horses are called to Hie post for the 
opening race it will be as fast as ever. Over 800 
horses are qmrtered at the track and vicinity and 
many more would have been here oniv for the lack 
of stalde room. 'Tliere are plenty of riders, but 

no top-notchers. I). Austin, Aubuchon, G. Swain, 

J. .1. AValsli, C. Sciiilling, Cherry and Beancliamp 
are I’onsidored Hie lx*st. Beauchamp, who has been 
riding abroad tlie past tlirec seasons, got in this 
niorning from Ciuciuiiati. He can scale at 103 
imniids and will proliubly be much in demand. 

Tbe most prominent stables here are those of 
T. P. Hayes. .1. S. Hawkins, J. C. Milam, H. R. 
Baker, Henry Mclhiniel, Chinn & Forsythe. P. T. 
Chinn and (t. E. Malione. Many horsemen are of 
tlie ini|>ressioii that the two-year-olds here arc the 
iH'st x-ollei’liim ever gotten togetlier in the west, 
and predict that there will be many sensational per- 
formers in tbe lot. 

CHARGES ARE MADE AGAINST DEVLIN. 

Gamara’s Grooms Say Trainer “Dooed” the 
Horse for a Betting Coup. 

New Drlcans, La.. February 2. — .An liilercstiiig 
aricrniatli to the reported tx‘ttliig coup on Gaiiiara,, 
when ho won a race on .Taniiary 25, dcvelojicd toilay 
wlicii two of Hic stable Iiamls that cxercisxHi and 
ridils'd tlie horse made a complaint to the stewarda 
that Ganiani liad been “doiK'd” liy .1. P. Devlin, Ida 
tniim>r, on the day lie won and that the stininlant 
liad withheld from him in his next out on Jan- 

uary 31, 

Tlie complaint came as the result of an allegeit 
grievance. The txvo men claimed they had not lx>en 
given a share of the winnings which they say waa 
promlsiHl. Gamara is owned by Iwal people who 
backed liim in the Covington poolrooms the day ho 
won. Devlin was called before the stewards and 
questioned regarding the alleged “doping.” He 
entered a denial and an investigation was ordc'red. 
Tlie comidainants were under the influence of drink 
at the Hnie tliey made their statements and for that 
reason tliey xvere ordered to bring in their evidence 
next week.
